From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
Some History of the 
Court House Continued 

The floors to be laid with 
plank, the Judge’s seat to be 
raised four feet and one-half 
from the lower floor, the law¬ 
yers bar to be raised two feet 
three inches from the lower 
floor. 

The place for the Judge 
in front to be of circular form 
to extend within three feet of 
the side wall in the center of 
the room, and four feet to each 
end, to be hand nailed and 
banistered around between the 
said judge’s and the lawyer’s 
bar. 

The banisters all to be 
turned, all timbers necessary 
to be put in, with a stair case 
on each side, hand nailed and 
banistered aforesaid. 

Two galleries to be sup¬ 
ported with columns, one on 
each side of the Judge’s seat, 
four feet wide with hand rails 
and banistered in front, of the 
aforementioned work to be 
finished in a good and work¬ 
manlike manner. 

We, the commissioners, 
appointed by the worshipful 
Court of Bracken County, have 
according to order, drafted 
the plans of the Court House 
agreeable to the plans above. 

Given under our hands, 
Philip Buckner

After this report was 
filed the following order was 
entered at the same term of 
Court. 

“The subscription for de¬ 
fraying the expenses of the 
public buildings for the County 
exhibited in Court with these 
words and figures, viz: We, 
whose names are hereunto af¬ 
fixed promise and agree to pay 
the sum thereunto annexed 
towards erecting the public 
buildings for Bracken County 
provided the seat of Justice is 
fixed permanently at Augusta.

“I can do all things through him who strengthens me. ”

How often do you find yourself saying things such 
as “someone ought to clean up this mess,” or “someone 
really should work on this problem”?

Once you qualify for the extra 
help, a local SHIP Counselor 
can help you choose a Medi¬ 
care prescription drug plan to 
better suit your needs. There 
are over 10 plans available in 
Kentucky with $0 premium 
for those receiving the extra 
help in 2014. 

When you file your ap¬ 
plication for Extra Help, you 
also can start your applica¬ 
tion process for the Medicare 
Savings Program.

Your State 
will contact you to help you 
apply for a Medicare Savings 
Program.

Many of us would love 
to work more physical ac¬ 
tivity into our schedules but 
between responsibilities at 
work and home, it can be 
hard to squeeze it in. The 30 
minutes of physical activity 
most days of the week most 
health and wellness experts 
recommend may seem im¬ 
possible.

If you are concerned 
about getting all of your 
physical activity in, remem¬ 
ber there is another spring 
ritual that will burn some 
calories—spring cleaning.

Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) joins the Agriculture 
Council of America (ACA) 
and farming organizations 
across the country to cel¬ 
ebrate National Agriculture 
Day on March 25. This day 
has been set aside annually 
since 1973 to highlight the 
many ways America’s food 
system improves the quality 
of life for everyone. 

“Farmers contribute so 
much to our nation’s pros¬ 
perity and overall well-be¬ 
ing that it just makes good 
sense to designate a day to 
celebrate their accomplish¬ 
ments,” said KFB President 
Mark Haney. “The tireless 
efforts of farmers ensure that 
our country enjoys a stable 
supply of high-quality, af¬ 
fordable food.” 

Today’s farmers grow 
twice as much food as their 
parents did, but use less land, 
water and energy to do so. 
While the total number of 
farms in the United States 
has steadily declined over the 
years, agricultural production 
continues to meet the needs 
of a growing global popula¬ 
tion. Amazingly, about 90 
percent of those farms are 
still operated by families or 
individuals today.

Hunter Education 
teaches safe hunting 

It is a few minutes before 
6 p.m. on Friday and vehicles 
continue pulling into the 
parking lot at the Scott Coun¬ 
ty Extension Center. 

An orange sign marked 
“Hunter Education” confirms 
the visitors are in the right 
place and directs them to 
proceed to the North Room, 
where a uniformed Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources conservation 
educator welcomes his new 
students. 

Jamie Cook asks ev¬ 
erybody to take a registra¬ 
tion form and a copy of the 
“Today’s Hunter” guide. The 
form will be their “passport” 
for the next two days, he 
says, and the 112-page study 
guide will complement the 
classroom instruction. 

“All of you are here for 
different reasons,” Cook, 
who oversees the Hunter’s 
Legacy program, tells the 
room. “We want you to leave 
tomorrow afternoon safe 
hunters. That’s what we want 
to teach you.” 

Hunter education courses 
like this are offered through¬ 
out the state and serve as an 
important step in the devel¬ 
opment of responsible, safe, 
knowledgeable and involved 
hunters. 

Licensed hunters bom on 
or after Jan. 1, 1975 are re¬ 
quired to successfully com¬ 
plete the course. A one-year, 
one-time only exemption 
card is available for hunters 
unable to complete course- 
work by the start of a season. 

More than 14,000 people 
took the hunter education 
course last year in Kentucky, 
according to Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife Hunter Educa¬ 
tion Supervisor Bill Baida. 

The desire to partake in 
the spring turkey season pro¬ 
vides the motivation for many 
enrollees this time of year, 
although children wishing to 
participate in shooting sports 
offered through 4-H also take 
the course. Then, there are 
those people with no hunting 
tradition in their families, but 
an interest in starting one. 

The course is offered in 
a classroom setting, online or 
on a CD. The classroom op¬ 
tion spans 10 hours over two 
days. It takes a few minutes 
to register online at fw.ky. 


gov. 

The classroom option is 
a good one for families and 
those new to hunting. The in¬ 
teraction enhances the learn¬ 
ing process. With a Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife instruc¬ 
tor and volunteers present, 
students can get answers to 
questions immediately. 

Sixty people regis¬ 
tered for the class taught by 
Cook and volunteers Becky 
Bloomfield and Chace Wal¬ 
len. Forty-seven showed up. 
There were fathers and sons, 
fathers and daughters, and 
entire families. A few stu¬ 
dents were alone. 

The class opened with 
a short film portraying poor 
hunter behavior that led into 
a discussion about hunter 
ethics and responsibility. 

The formal instruction 
included more videos and 
PowerPoint slides, but an 
open dialogue kept the class 
engaged. There are areas 
of emphasis, the occasional 
joke and subtle hints about 
what might appear on the 
next day’s exam. 

Treat every firearm as if 
it was loaded was one phrase 
heard, and repeated, often. 

Class broke at around 9 
p.m. Friday after covering the 
importance of planning and 
preparation, hunting strate¬ 
gies, shot selection, survival 
skills, types of firearms and 
how to handle them safely. 
This session also educated 
attendees about the hunter’s 
role in wildlife conservation. 
It would reconvene at 8:30 
a.m. Saturday and cover tree 
stand safety, ammunition, 
archery and trapping before 
exam time. 

To earn the coveted or¬ 
ange hunter education card, 
which is valid in every state 
and shows you grasp the ba¬ 
sics, a person must correctly 
answer at least 80 percent of 
the 50 questions on a written 
exam and participate in the 
“range day.” 

“Do most people pass?” 
a young lady asked. 

Cook assured that most 
people pass. 

The test is split into true- 
false and multiple choice 
questions. All but one student 
earned a passing grade. After 
a lunch break, the class re¬ 
convened at nearby Veterans 
Memorial Wildlife Manage¬ 


ment Area (WMA) for the 
range portion. Another 37 
students who completed the 
online or CD course offer¬ 
ings attended it as well. 

The classroom group 
started at the skeet shooting 
station. Shooters were given 
their choice of a 12-gauge 
pump action shotgun or 20- 
gauge single shot, break ac¬ 
tion shotgun. Most of the kids 
opted for the 20-gauge while 
the adults chose the beefier 
12-gauge. 

Wallen loaded the guns 
for the younger shooters and 
everybody could take up to 
three shots at clay targets arc¬ 
ing through the air from left 
to right. Some stopped after 
one attempt. Others walked 
away rubbing their shoulder 
from the kick of the gun but 
happy to have had the oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Bloomfield signed stu¬ 
dents’ passports after suc¬ 
cessfully completing the ex¬ 
ercise. 

As the day wore on, ca¬ 
maraderie developed among 
the group that had taken the 
class together. Small talk 
turned into full-fledged con¬ 
versations as people waited 
for their turn at the final two 
stations. 

The day’s last group in¬ 
cluded two father-son pairs, 
a college-aged woman and 
a 39-year-old father of two 
with no previous hunting ex¬ 
perience. 

The group practiced 
techniques for carrying a 
gun in the field - in this case 
an unloaded air gun - were 
quizzed about shot selec¬ 
tion and reviewed tree stand 
safety before walking back to 
a vacant house on the prop¬ 
erty that served as a meeting 
point. 

Blaze orange vests were 
returned and passports sub¬ 
mitted for the final time. 
Cook signed the papers and 
placed them in a cardboard 
box. It was around 4 p.m. and 
the group had successfully 
completed the hunter educa¬ 
tion course. 

Their orange hunter edu¬ 
cation cards would be arriv¬ 
ing within two weeks, open¬ 
ing the door to continuing 
family traditions or creating 
new ones in Kentucky and 
elsewhere.

To say the men’s NCAA 
Tournament is wiiiide open is 
like saying Russ Smith won’t 
take more than 10 shots in the 
next five minutes ... wherever 
he is. 

Pairings for Kentucky three 
entries? Thumbs up from here. 

Louisville as a four seed 
and Kentucky eight seed in the 
same bracket is “they don’t 
like us,” work of the demons 
of bracketology, right? With 
bracket-maker conspirators. 

The “we wuz robbed!” 
whine from UofL fans about 
a four seed? Ignore it. The de¬ 
fending national champions’ 
perch is perfect.

EDT) or St. Louis on their way 
to second weekend. Oddsmak- 
ers make the Cardinals 8-1 to 
repeat.
